Be. a CHESHIRE, MARCH 6, 1834 


This day the 2nd and 3rd Baptist Churches in 
Cheshire united together (to be called hereafter 
the 2nd church) upon the following plan of agree- 
ment, viz: 
All former differences shall be buried in the see of 
universal forgiveness, and all the members of both 
churches, whether present or absent, shall be con- 
sidered in this unicn, under the following provisions. 
Any weber here present, who, from local situation 
or any other cause, may decline the union, shall be 
subject to no censure therefor. 
those members who are not present, shall have the 
sane indulgence when they make their requests known 
In both cases the nonunionists shall be under no 
obligation to tell their reasong why. 


P. 2 A clerk shall be chosen, in whose office the books 
and papers of both the former churches shall be 
deposited, merely for inforuatlon; but shall not be 
appealed to for rules of proceeding. A new Kook 
shall bs procured in which the proceedings of the 
Unurch hereafter shall be recorded. 
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Vhe second and third Baptist Uhurches in Uheshire, 
now united in one shall hereafter be called the 
second baptist Church in Cheshire. selieving in in- 
spiration of the holy scriptures, as an infalible 
guiae of fuith ana practice. ‘chat vesus vhrist Ls 
God over all, who dwels all the fullness of the God- 
head bodily. ‘that men by nature are children of wrath, 
considered in unbelief. That redemption is alone by 
the blood of vhrist, that when Christ undertook to 
save, it was not with Him, a matter of uncertainty, 
whether any would be saved, for He had a promise frou 
his Father, that he should see his seed, and the travil 
of his sail, and be satisfied.

profession of repentance towaras God, and falth towards 
the Lord vesus, 4s thes only gospel Baptisin--and that 
those which are thus baptised and united to the Uhurch 
have a right to the Lord's table--That obedience to 
the commands of uhrist, and holiness of life are in- 
dispensable--That our minds are limited, and we see 
through a glass darkly, we ought to be open to con- 
viction, and fellow the clearest light--That when 
diverse and conflicting opinions are published we ought 
not to believe every spirit, but try the spirits by 
the word, and watch and pray, that we jay not be 
beguilea fron our steadfastness and drawn away from 
tne simplicity of Christ--ihat if any becowe immoral 
in their lives, and we cannot gain them, we think it 
our duty to withdrew frow as that walk disoraerly-- 
that a habitual neglect of religious meetings without 
any reasonable excuse, be considered a subject of 
disipline--and we furthermore believe in the second 
coming of Christ, the resurrection 
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of thes just and unjust, when all nations shall appear 
before the judgment seat of Christ, who will render 
vo every wan according to his deeds--tmt the happL- 
ness of the righteous, and misery of the wicked will 
te eternal.
